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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the Invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only If the International application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty In the English language. 

3. Claims 1 , 3, 6 to 8, 1 5, 1 8 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Weidman et al. 

Weidman et al. teach a method of forming a dual damascene structure. Please 
see the structure/diagram shown below the abstract which includes a layer 116 and, 
directly on top of 1 1 6, a layer 1 22. The bottom of column 7 teaches that the layer 1 1 6 is 
a mesoporous silica film, meeting the claimed porous film mainly having Si-0 bonds as 
well as claim 3. Column 8, line 35, teaches depositing on this porous film a layer formed 
from tetramethylcyclotetrasiloxane, which is a cyclic siloxane having Si-O-Si backbone 
and Si-H groups. This corresponds to the organic silicon compound in claim 1 . The 
bottom of column 1 0 through the top of column 1 1 teaches that the layer 1 22 is formed 
by the treatment of porous silica with TMCTS in a He gas at a temperature of 350°C. 
This anticipates the "conducting a thermal treatment" step in claim 1 . In this manner the 
instant claims are anticipated. Column 1 makes reference to semiconductors, anticipat- 
ing claim 8. 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Weidman et al. 

While Weidman et al. do not specifically teach a pore size, the Examiner notes 
that "mesoporous" is taken to mean a pore size between 2 and 50 nm. From this one 
having ordinary skill in the art would have found a pore diameter within the claimed 
range to have been obvious and well within routine experimentation of the teachings of 
Weidman et al.
